Conference Takes Recess. 


New York, April 7. — The anthracite 


miners and operators' subcommittee 
on wage contract negotiations, which 
has been hearing testimony of union 
leaders in support of their demands 
as a basis for settlement of the pres- 
ent strike, took a 
recess tonight to 


permit the operators to prepare their 
side of the' case. 


"After listening to what the miners 


had to say, our attitude remains un- 
changed," said S. D. Warriner, presi- 
dent of the Lehigh Coal and Naviga- 
tion company and spokesman for the 
operators. 


"We still maintain the view express- 


ed in our reply to the 19 demands, 
when they were first submitted,^ ..he 
said. "We believe 't'liat 'there niiist be 
a reduction in the pilce of anthracite 
coal to prevent destruction of the mar- 
ket and we believe a corresponding re- 
duction must come in the wages of 
the miners." 


Phillip Murray, vice president of the 


United Mine Workers of America and 
leader of the union delegation on the 
committee, expressed satisfaction with 
their case as it had been represented. 


The miners closed their ir.ning be- 


fore the committee v.-ith arguments 
lor establishment o£ the check-off sys. 
tom for collecting dues. 
They held 


that the system, once declared Illegal 
by Judge Albert Anderson in the Uni- 
ted States district court .at Indianapo- 
lis, had been legalized by a reversal 
of this decision by tho United States 
circuit court of appeals at Chicago. 


John L. Lewis,

mine workers' international organiza- 
tion, tonight declared that the joint 
nitui.iinous and anthracite strikes had 
become "absolutely perfect and of f he

As regards overt violations of law, 


there is no doubt that they are more 
numerous than ever 
before.

records of our courts show that, and 
U Is confirmed by the daily reports 
In the newspapers.

outcome of a new spirit in humanity,
